Requests for Information: Below is a list of questions about the Project and the Office’s
responses.

1.

There are two glass types specified for this project. Can you tell me what locations
require glass type RTGL-1 and RTGL-2? RESPONSE: Glazing RTGL-1 applies to
the transom and sidelight glass only. Glazing RTGL-2 applies to glazing in all
aluminum windows.

The window schedule calls for translucent glass and panels for mark RT-G. What infill
goes into what opening? RESPONSE: Window 43, Mark RT-G, should have three
translucent glass pieces and one metal panel as shown in the elevation on sheet A04.

Please describe the scope of work as related to the existing exterior security screens at
various window locations. RESPONSE: The existing exterior security screens are to
be demolished, removed and disposed of as shown in the demolition plans.

Avre costs for Washington, DC sales tax or any other to be included in the bid?
RESPONSE: The Office anticipates that the Project will qualify as tax-exempt
under the applicable laws, and the Contractor shall take such exemption into
account in making its lump sum bid.

Are Building Permit costs to be included in the bid? RESPONSE: See Section 8.7.1 of

the Form of Contract.
